The point of this editorial is to invite and to solicit from 
versus commerical shows. I, and thus NCNA, have already stated, ed- 
itorially, are objection against commerical shows; however, it would 
be only fair and just to seek comments and ideas of those who are for 
commerical shows. 


Therefore, NCNA Heads and Tales readers are warmly welcomed to 
send their opinions to this Editor who will correlate, summarize, and 
report in future issues the divergent attitudes on this issue. The only 
requests relevant letters are: Please be brief. Avoid mentioning names. 
Plus, sign your name.
